strate Implements 





Two field meetings, to demon- 
strate the use of orchard tillage | 
tools recently developed, are to 
be held next week in this dis- 
trict, according to County Farm 
Advisor H. J. Wilder. } 

Tho meetings will be Tuesday, 
Oct. 23, at 1:30 p. m. in Upland 
at the R. O. Price grove, No. 3, 
on 28rd street, west of Euclid 
avenue; Wednesday, Oct. 24, at 
1:30 p. m. in West Ontario at 
the Gilbert Benson grove, south- 
west corner of Fourth street and 
Mountain avenue. 

At these meetings attachments 
for deep disc cultivators will be 
shown that make it possible to 
set the disc at any angle, and 
yet prevent penetration beyond 
a desired depth. A furrow weed- 
er machine will also be demon- 
strated. This tool is of particular 
value where growers use tueir 
furrows two or three times with- 
out tearing down. The tool cleans 
the furrows of all weeds and 
other debris so that the water 
can flow freely no matter how 
long the furrows have been set 
up. 

Plans have been made to have 
a disc furrower machine at the 
demonstrations. This machine 
will be of particular interest to 
growers who have trouble with 
considerable trashy material on 
the surface of their ground when 
they attempt = furrow out.
